"Worst" LP planned 

Deja Voodoo plan. to record a new album in 
June, in the same dirt-floor basement that pro- 
duced "Swamp of Love." 

The new LP will be a collection of songs 
from the band's early 45s and cassettes and live 
shows, never before released on LP. Several 
bonus live tracks may also be included. 

The band plans to record a whole bunch of 
numbers, then put out the ones they like best. 

Among the songs to be tried will be "Mon- 
sters in my Garage," "Lizard," "Raised by 
Wolves," "Gumbo," "Deja Voodoo Train," "Boppin' 
88," "Vegetables," "Surfin' on Mars," and covers 
of "Rock Therapy," "Dodge Vegomatic," "Surfer 
Joe," "Night Time," "Peggy Sue," "Twistin' 
Postman," and maybe "| Wanna Come Back from the 
World of LSD," although everyone's doing that 
one now. 

The demented duo are also writing several 
new songs for the project, and keaping some of 
their plans secret. 

A second live recording session for the 
record, tentatively titled "The Worst of Deja 
Voodoo," is scheduled for June 27 at Montreal's 
Foufounes Electriques.

Deja Voodoo survived their whirlwind western 
Canada tour in March, covering 13 dates and 
about 7,500 miles in 17 days, including two 
shows in one day in Victoria. . 

The band spent five of the 17 nights sleep- 
ing on the bus, their usual form of transporta- 
tion. 

Tony and Gerard played to their largest-ever 
crowds in Edmonton and Regina, and maybe some 
other places they were too out of it to notice. 

A downside to the tour was the cancellation 
of five shows that were semi-confirmed at the 
time the last Deja Voodoo Train went to press. 
These shows would have pushed the tour to 18 
shows in 18 days, a band record.

Deja Voodoo have signed a record deal with 
Finland's Gaga Goodies label. 

The label will be releasing a mini-Lp 
featuring their favourite songs from the domes- 
tic Swamp of Love LP, plus "“Sideburns," an 
outtake from the Swamp sessions, and live ver- 


sions'of "Gotta Have Money" and "Too Cool to 
Live, Too Smart to Die," recorded in Montreal in 
February. 

The record is scheduled for a May release, 
and will be available throughout Europe, pri- 
marily in Scandinavia.

Places to see bands include the Foufounes 
Electriques (shows usually end by 12 or 12:30), 
Rising Sun, Club Soda (for bigger shows), Spec- 
trum (for much bigger shows), Station Ten (for 
much smaller shows, and a kind of inconsistent 
booking policy), Cafe Campus (Sunday nights) 
Tatou (weekends, free), and Secrets (Sundays and 
sometimes Mondays, free). Secrets, despite being 
full of exposed brick and people who look like 
they're from "The Facts of Life," has one cool 
thing -- they play music by local bands between 
all the other stuff. If you're in a band from 
out of town, write me and |'I! send ya a list of 
club addresses and stuff. 

In local band news, the Mongols nave an EP 
out, and the new Jerry Jerry album should be out 
any minute nowe It's more rock-oriented than 
their earlier stuff, but still neat stuff. The 
Mongols' record is like heavy Cramps. 


The Gruesomes and Ray Condo both have new 
drummers. The Gruesomes now have a whole rhythm

Also, the window to the right of 
Gerry's head contains a cross.

Revenge label. The record will be available 
throughout Europe.

On the album's back cover, Gerry is the only 
band member photographed with an instrument. The 
guitar he holds is a Vox Phantom, suggesting 
death. 

On the Gruesomes' "Jack the Ripper" EP, 
Gerry is the only person wearing a hat. His 
black cap is said to be symbolic of the dark 
shroud of death. 

Some fans have pointed out that the name 
"Gerry Alvarez" can be anagrammed into "Z Grave 
Layerr," meaning that Gerry is "the grave- 
layer;" he is laying in his grave. 

The Gruesomes deny any involvement in star- 
ting the rumours. "This is not some kind of 
cheap publicity ploy," said Beaton. "It is pure 
fantasy, no doubt started by an over-excited 
fan."

somes are probably the youngest 
band on the Og Records roster (a 
label shared with fellow Montreal- 
ers Deja Voodoo among others) 
with a median age in the not-quite 
20s, but they are already into their 
third year together doing what they 
refer to as “60s punk.” 

The early Gruesomes learned to 
play their instruments as a band, 
according to drummer Eric Davis, 


meaning that prior to being a band, | 


none of them had a clue as to what 
they were doing. 


“We started doing 60s songs be- 


cause they were the easiest to-play,” 
Davis admits from his home in 
Montreal. “We got into doing ob- 
scure cover songs and learning as 
we went. Now I guess we’re not the 
best players you’re ever going to 
hear, but we do all right, I think.” 


In those early days, the band re- 


lied to a great extent ‘on style, put- | 


ting together a slightly psychedelic 
look for effect — long hair, black 
turtlenecks and jeans and conspicu- 
ously period medallions. This was 
part of their research into the era 
and part of the plan to obscure the 
boundaries between kitsch and in- 
competence. But -now, claims Da- 
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vis, they don’t have to do that any 
more. 

“We don’t bother with the image 
as much as we used to. We have 


' kept the long hair but now we just 


wear on stage what we wear on the 


street. At first, people were a little , 


disappointed but that’s over with 
now — we can carry it with the 
music now. But a lot of it still is 


the image we like and people still 


go for it.” 

Davis says the band does about 
70 songs, eight of which are origi- 
nals. “The covers we do are so ob- 
scure that you can’t really tell the 
difference between them and the 
original songs we wrote. We wrote 
our stuff in the same kind of style 
as the music we learned on, so it 
all blends together pretty well.” 

And the fans both here and in 
their. hometown seem to agree. 
They are into the second pressing 
of their LP and can pretty much 
take their pick of clubs in Mon- 
treal. That-and the exposure they 
got outside Montreal on last year’s 
Og Records tour has lent them mo- 
mentum -which Davis says they’ll 
basically take or leave. 

“We're happy doing this at this 
level — I would say that -~’re just 


about where we want anu wuuld | 


expect to be. We're basically in it 
to have fun and it has been fun so 
who’s to argue?”

PROBABLY MONTREAL'S BIGGEST LOCAL 
heroes at the moment are The Gruesomes, 
everyone's favorite garage band. Their debut 
album, 7yrants Of Teen Trash (which Og 
records had released last August), has already 
sold about 3,000 copies. Not only that, but the 
Vox label in California plans to release the 
album this summer, thus giving the U.S. 
market a taste of their ‘60s-style raunch. 
Import copies have also done well in certain 
parts of Europe, and plans are underway to 
release the album there as well. Apparently, 
Torontonians love these guys to, death, since 
their record is frequently played at the local 
Mod mecca, One Step Beyond. They've played 
Toronto three times already (even being filmed 
by MuchMusic!) and plan to return there 
again in April at The Bam Boo. The Gruesomes 
will be recording a new EP in May as well. It 
will include original material that will sound, in 
lead singer Bobby Beaton’s words, ‘really 
rough and primitive,” as if their other 
recordings never sounded that way! Before 
doing that, though, they will be shooting a 
video for What's Your Problem?, the 
harmonica-driven raver from the /yrants LP. 
They'll probably tour Canada in the summer. 
Meanwhile, the band’s Og labelmates, the 
ultra-minimalist Deja Voodoo, are scheduled 
for a Canadian tour right now.

Midnight songs from the swamp of love

here’s a certain ineffability about these ly- 

rics, taken from DejaVoodoo’s 1983 com- 

position, ‘‘Baby Honey’’. In them is con- 

tained everything that rock and roll music, 
in all its variant forms, has always striven to 
transcend. Yet in them is contained something 
which almost all rock and roll music can invariably 
be reduced to. 

This sort of ‘reductionism’, in the guise of ‘slud- 
geabilly’, is what DejaVoodoo — Gerard van Herk 
on a four-string guitar and Tony Dewald on a drum 
kit — have been practising from late 1981 to the 
present. In that time they’ve appeared on various 
artists compilations and produced a three-song 7’’, 
a 17-song cassette, one mini-album and two full- 
length LPs. They’ ve also carried sludge to the 
people from coast to coast, criss-crossing the coun- 
try numerous times. 

Over the phone from Montreal, Dewald talks of 
their upcoming tour, one which will see them in 
Calgary in mid-March. It’s a crazy schedule, involv- 
ing their playing 18 dates in 18 days, ten in one six- 
day stretch. As has become the band’s habit since 
the untimely demise of their 1959 Edsel ‘sludge- 
mobile’, they’re doing it all by bus. ‘‘No’’, Dewald 
laments, they have not yet been able to find a long 
black Cadillac that comes cheap as a replacement. 

This may seem like quite a grind, but Dewald in- 
sists that they still enjoy the touring. They’re even 
seeking out smaller venues in places like Kelowna, 
Prince George, Sault Ste. Marie, Thunder Bay and 
Sudbury. And it doesn’t end there, either. Dewald 
says he’d like to play the Yukon, Moose Iaw, Swift 
Current and Medicine Hat because he likes to 
travel, adding that ‘‘No matter how much of a rep- 
utation we’ve made for ourselves within the coun- 
try, there are still areas that are un-introduced to 
sludge.’’ Generally speaking, they find their 
reception quite consistent throughout Canada, but

he does cite high points like Winnipeg and, of late, 
Regina. 

With luck, though, there may be future oppor- 
tunities for the band to travel to more exotic regions 
as yet awaiting an introduction to live sludge. Some 
recently instituted, arcane US customs laws now 
prevent anybody but the Bryan Adams of the 
world from crossing the American border, but at 
the time of the interview van Herk was in Helsinki, 
in part to try to set up some European shows. 

One of the reasons for completing the present 
tour is the delays in the pressing of their latest LP, 
Swamp of Love, which resulted in the band playing 
to audiences who hadn’t heard the album in the fall 
and winter of 1986. Of the album, Dewald confess- 
es, “I’ve been listening to it a lot, and right now it’s 
my favorite record.’’ It is their most diverse to date, 
and the overall sound shows the band moving back- 
wards in time, with guitar pop and rockabilly inflec- 
tions taking a backseat to blues and R&B in- 
fluences. ‘‘We used to be a lot more sludgier, a lot 
more dronier’’, he admits. At gigs, ‘‘People would 
sort of go into a trance and just sit there with a 
blank look in their eyes and their bodies pulsing 
rhythmically to the music.’’ 

But the changes wrought on Swamp of Love have 
had-even stranger effects: ‘“Now people are coming 
to our shows and expecting a real rock show; they 
talk to us afterwards and say, ‘Oh, like I was 
expecting a big light show.’ Well, NO!’’ Dewald 
says emphatically. ‘‘They’re thinking about our 
songs as songs, instead of coming for the 
DejaVoodoo experience, which is still basically 
what we try to do...we come in and try to subvert 
the whole evening into one total energy experience 
and just blow people away by doing what we do.’’ 

Asked where their musical direction will take 
them next, Dewald is uncertain: ‘‘The style has be- 
come more traditional — I think we’re going to sink 
a little deeper into that mire. We'll probably just 
keep going back and back and back and getting sil- 
lier and sillier and sillier as we listen to more stuff.’’ 


* Surprisingly, though, Dewald has been listening to 


alot of modern music recently, the 50s jazz poet 
Lord Buckley being the only anomaly in the list he 
mentions of punk and post-punk bands such as Die 
Kreuzen, Naked Raygun, and the Butthole Surfers. 

Whatever the case, the end result of these varied 
interests is always an entirely unique ‘sludgeabilly’ 
mix. The invention of that tag has been one of De- 
jaVoodoo’s deftest moves, for it is the ideal way to 
describe the delight the duo takes in borrowing 
from all genres to create their own sound. One band 
they refer to as having ‘‘stolen’’ music from on two 
of their releases is the Cramps. Many reviewers 
have seized on this and lumped the two bands 
together as nearly identical. But a certain similarity 
in their perversion of blues/rockabilly/punk 
standards aside, DejaVoodoo has much more to of- 
fer, especially lyrically. ‘‘Really, I mean, we’re 
much better than they are,’’ says Dewald half-jok- 
ingly. In a more serious tone, he adds: ‘‘And 
rhythmically, too. They stick to straight 4/4s and 
they try to have dance/pop hits; that’s not what we 
try to do. We’re a lot more alternative.”’ 

Yet DejaVoodoo doesn’t just promote the alter- 
native scene through their own music. Besides being 
(ahem) rock and roll musicians, they also run their 
own independent record company, Montreal’s Og 
Records. In terms of acts carried, response to mail, 
and price of merchandise, it is surely one of the 
world’s most personally accommodating and 
altruistic labels. Still, Dewald says, ‘‘We’re doing

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quite well, actually.’’ There will be another pressing 
of Swamp as well as the Gruesomes’ Tyrants of 
Teen Trash LP, and some potentially profitable 
European distribution is under way. Further, they 
hope to produce an Jt Came From Canada Volume 
Three compilation after their tour. The first two 
were excellent collections of eclectic music from 
across Canada, and one of the bands the Voodoos 
hope to see on the third is Calgary’s own Color Me 
Psycho. ‘‘And,’’ Dewald pronounces dramatically, 
“‘we’ll be opening up ‘Og Mail Order: House of 
Og.’’’ This new service will carry material previous- 
ly unreleased on Og by the likes of Ray Condo and 
his Hard Rock Goners, Condition, UIC, and 
Shadowy Men on a Shadowy Planet, among others. 

All of which, of course, sounds pretty ambitious. 
But Dewald says that, over the years, they have 
learned to manage the label efficiently: ‘‘We’ve 
made enough mistakes in the past so that now we 
finally have some sort of idea of how to go about 
things.’’ ‘‘We work hard,’’ he admits, ‘‘but we’re 
doing it because we like it and because it’s a chance 
to see cool stuff out there.’’ Moreover, he asserts, 
they offer bands the best deal they can in plainly 
stated terms, a business practice which differen- 
tiates Og from some other labels. To this end, 
Dewald can point to DejaVoodoo’s experience in 
having their 1985 mini-LP Too Cool to Live Too 
ternational moniker. It still leaves a ‘‘bitter and 
sour taste in our mouths,’’ Dewald says of the 
broken promises and evasive tactics used to avoid 
payment of royalties which accompanied their 
signing. 

Nevertheless, that’s in the past now and may be 
seen as part of the maturing process of DejaVoo- 
doo-as-recording-company which runs parallel to 
that of DejaVoodoo-as-recording-artists. In 
comparison with most short-lived Canadian 
alternative acts, the band has been at it a long time, 
as Dewald readily concurs. But- when asked.if. he. 
ever thinks of retirement, he sounds almost offend- 
ed at the suggestion. ‘‘It’s somewhere down the 
road,’’ he allows, ‘‘but we’re still growing. We’ve 
got lots of new songs and everything, you know.”’ 

So, with those words, hipsters, flipsters, and 
finger-poppin’ daddies nationwide can take heart in 
the knowledge that sludge is safe and that they can, 
like the record says, get hip to the trip of the 
Voodoo flip for a while yet. ;
